Participating counties have identified community-specific responses to 
stabilize families and are partnering to identify long-term, systemic 
improvements for implementation in 2023.

Family Legal Advocacy and Supports (FLAS)

• Establishment of a multidisciplinary team.

• Meetings with counties to identify legal needs. 

• Determined program eligibility criteria for services:

• There is no active TPC or CHIPS case;

• The individual or family has an unmet need for civil 

legal services;

• and participation in the program is voluntary.

• Launched the FLAS in September.
